show, or suggest etching an organosilicate layer with a gas mixture comprising a hydrogen-containing fluorocarbon and one or more 
gases selected from the group consisting of hydrogen (H2), nitrogen (N2), oxygen (02), argon (Ar), and helium (He), as recited in claims 
1 and 21, and claims dependent thereon. 

In response to Applicants' contention that Xu et al. does not teach, show, or suggest etching an organosilicate layer with a gas mixture 
comprising a hydrogen-containing fluorocarbon and one or more gases selected from the group consisting of hydrogen (H2), nitrogen 
(N2), oxygen (02), argon (Ar), and helium (He), Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicants are directed to (page 9, lines 29-36, Xu et 
al.), where Xu et al. disclose that the gas mixture may comprising a hydrogen-containing fluorocarbon such as trifluoromethane (CHF3), 
difluoromethahe (CH2F2), or combination thereof. The gas mixture may optionally include an inert gas such as Helium (He), argon (Ar) # 
neon (Ne), and xenon Xe. Thus, Xu et al. teaches Applicant's claimed invention. For this reason, Examiner holds the rejection proper. 
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
